What Have They Been Releasing In 2020° 


It's been a very tough year to be a musician - the coronavirus 
pandemic has left countless artists out in the cold. However, 
musicians are nothing if not resourceful and it seems the crea- 
tive flair has not been dampened in 2020. 


My name's Chris Tavener, I'm a satirical singer-songwriter 
living in Manchester, England and I've been working full-time 
on the unsigned gig circuit for five years now. In that time, I've 
had the joy of discovering many great and inspiring artists put- 
ting out excellent original music. While I have noticed many 
of them have had to turn to other sources of income, most 
have simultaneously stayed in the business of releasing songs. 


I'd need many more pages to tell you about every single that 
has caught my ears this year but here are a few picks that are 
worth checking out. 


As I write this, the very latest release that's come to my atten- 
tion is a song called 'Balcony' by country music artist Izzie 
Walsh. In the music video, she strides around her home city of 
Manchester with a charming confidence as a thumping rhythm 
section plays under some ethereal strings — it's very uplifting! 
I'm not sure if the balcony is any reference to the social gather- 
ings we've seen on skyscraper balconies in 2020 but it certainly 
could be interpreted that way. 


Country music might be in vogue at the moment, as Katie 
O'Malley released her latest single "Wild West’ this Summer.

Her voice is beautifully haunting on this track that was appar- 
ently inspired by knife crime in London. The slide guitar work 
is wonderful and the chorus really sticks with you for days. If 
you like Western films, then the video on Youtube is of course 
Western themed. 


Novelty Island was a brand new discovery for me this year. 
Lead songwriter Tom makes no apologies about being heavily 
influenced by The Beatles and it in fact plays into their incred- 
ibly playful and surreal style. Their song 'Desperately Strange’ 
has some fantastic production and a delightful swaying chorus. 
The track is complimented by the video that features a crazy 
photo-shopped pub crawl of the most famous boozers in televi- 
sion. 


I had to mention an old friend of mine, the finger-style gui- 
tarist Joel Gardner. He took on the difficult task of releasing 
two songs a month throughout 2020 which is no mean feat! 
There have been a few gems from him but my favourite is a 
song called "Twelve Thirty Four’. It's a tranquil track with some 
soothing Fender Telecaster riffs that really evoke the midnight 
hour of its title. 


I thought I'd end my list of suggestions by talking about an 
artist who always brightens my day. The affable John Dhali has 
forever got a spring in his step and his music completely shows 
it. His 2020 song 'In Time' is no exception with some fuzzy bass, 
big drums and energetic strings, this track exudes optimism 
with uplifting lyrics about trusting and loving yourself. 


As I previously mentioned, it would take a whole booklet to de- 
tail every singer-songwriter that deserves some new listeners, 
but I've come back to these few a lot this year and I hope you 
can see why. If you're interested to know more about these 
artists, please have a look at these suggested tracks from 2020 
and become a new follower of theirs as we go into 2021!

After a series of delays (namely me breaking my 
foot in the middle of writing and recordings) my 
band. DUCK. were TinallY¥Y ready to release our 
second record. There Are No Normal Conversations 
ANY More. on CD/disital in January or February 
this Year on the amazing Hell Hath No Fury 
Records. It was then followed by 4a launch show at 
the DIY sPace Hatch in Sheffield. where 
two-thirds of DUCK are based. The true scale of 
COVID-19 was Yet to overwhelm us. 


Before longs. @ smattering of March and APrril 
tour 3198S and summer Testival sets were swiftly 
cancelled. and we joined countless other DIY 
bands and self-sufficient artists struggling 

to deal with the national danger of a widening 
Pandemic. Personal Tinancial realities and a 
frustrating inability to Plan ahead. And through 
all of this. Her Majesty’s Tory 30vernment 
claimed it would soon be over in 1le weeks. 


Over nine months later. the north remains closed 
for business. with little sign that we will be 
able to rehearse in 2e@el. never mind Put on a 
919 in front of a roomful Chopefull¥) of PeoPle 
(ideally. but other creatures welcome too). 
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One ray of light during a Year of murky Prospects 
thoush. was a friendly email from Reckless Yes 
Records in the summer. an independent and ethicdl 
label based in Derby. and 4 creative force that 
all members of DUCK have lonsins!lY¥ admired from 
afar. Recosnising that our album had effectively 
sunk without @ trace when first released earlier 
in the Year. thanks to an inability to tour 

the album or Promote our labour of love without 
seeming trivial in a time of deathly crisis. its 
Tounders Sarah and Pete offered to release the 
record on vinyl later in the Year. somethings we 
Would never be able to afford inderpendent!y and 
never imagined that someone would ever approach 
US To do. 


The unique joy of Reckless Yes. if You will 
forgive the shameless Promotion. is its record 
club. whereby members will Pay a one-off Yearly 
fee to receive a whole roster of new hand-Picked 
music on vin¥l. CD or digital. meaning that the 
bands Sarah and Pete welcome into the fold are 
granted an opportunity to share their materidl 
with music lovers of all kinds. as well as issue 
their music for general release. 


DesPite the strangeness of isolation and 

the devastation of systemic establishment 
incompetence. getting the opportunity to Join uP 
with other female and Queer artists on @ diverse 
label has really given us DUCK-ers somethings to 
celebrate. Fellow RY signings this Year include 
Tellow Leodians Nervous Twitch. The Other Ones. 
Breakup Haircut. The Crystal Furs. Bitch Hunt. 
th’ sheridans. Hannah Rose Kessler. PaPer Birch. 
Piney Gir and Hearts Beating In Time.

It feels Sreat to be in such talented company and 
I cannot Wait to someday Play alongside them in 
the future. 


The reaction to the vinyl release so far has 
been more than we could have ever hoped for. We 
have never been that 900d at self-Promotion. so 
having the likes of RY behind us is 4a real boost 
of confidence.

200 albums. | managed to narrow my year-end list down to a

here, that would have been a 
tall order. So this will be less 
a year-end list than a stream 
of consciousness about some 
of the albums | really liked. 


One of the first on the scene 
this year was the remarkably 
prescient Good Luck 


Everybody by AJJ. Sean 
Bonnette has always had a 








talent for unblinkingly addressing the grotesque nature of the 


world we live in, so his combination of rage and dark humour 
was always going to be a handy weapon in staving off the 
overwhelming misery brought about not only by the pandemic, 


but by any number of society’s pre-existing ills.

Hot on the heels of that, Brave 
Faces Everyone by Spanish 
Love Songs, came from a similar 
place, as its title would suggest. 
More personal in its outlook, the 
Los Angeles punks will no doubt 
have helped thousands through

Pe Ailcol noe more like a statement of truth rather than 


hope with every day we get closer to 2021. 


With an opening track called 
‘End of the World’, You or 
Someone You Know by 
Worriers was always going 
to rank highly on 2020 album 
lists.

punks face up to all the difficult 
questions we were asking long 


before we’d heard of COVID. 





WORRIERS YOU OR SOMEONE YOU KNOW 
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Run the Jewels did much 
the same with RTJ4, surely 
the hip hop album of the 
year. As with the records 
already mentioned, they'd 
be incredible pieces of 
work at any time, but in the 
wake of George Floyd’s 
murder, songs like ‘Walking 
in the Snow’ and ‘JuSt’ felt 
impossibly vital. Though 





they came at it from a very different angle, Nana Grizol also 
interrogated the deeply racist injustices on which their hometown 
and thousands of others like it are built, in their superb record 


South Somewhere Else. 


As these records tackled the terror of the world outside, others 
reflected 2020 by revelling in their isolation. Fiona Apple 
redefined home-recording with the percussive and subversive 
Fetch the Bolt Cutters, an album that will rightly be in many top 
10 lists come the year’s end. Also likely to be up there is Phoebe 


A OUNY, 





Bridgers with Punisher, a 
record which shimmers throughout 
with Bridgers’ stunningly honest 
lyrics and vocal delivery. Color 
Theory by Soccer Mommy 
falls into the same category of 
thoughtful bedroom pop, invoking 
classic 90s alt-rock and video 
games on another perfectly- 
produced set of songs. 
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Turning to writing and recording in isolation also afforded band 
members an opportunity to do their own thing. Against Me!’s 
Laura Jane Grace stripped back the noise but delivered a 
recognisably powerful collection of anthems on the apitly-titled 
Stay Alive. Big Thief’s Adrianne Lenker retreated to a cabin 
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in Massachusets for the raw 
stunning Songs. For 
others, like The Mountain 
Goats’ John 
isolation presented a chance 


and 
Darnielle, 


to return to his boombox- 
recording roots on Songs for 
Pierre Chuvin, before the 
full band released Getting 
Into Knives later in the year. 


Jeff Rosenstock was one of a few artists who managed to 
release an album which spoke to the year of its releas 


without losing a sense of 
fun. No Dream continues 
Rosenstock’s incredible run of 
punchy, unpredictable pop- 
rock classics. The same could 
be said for New Zealand’s 
The Beths, who on Jump 
Rope Gazers deliver yet 
more irresistibly sunny hooks 
and sweet ballads - perhaps 
this year’s most generally 
enjoyable listen. 
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Beach Bunny would not 
be far off that, with their 
perfectly poppy debut LP, 
Honeymoon. 


Another incredible _first 
album to emerge this year 
was The Baby by Samia. 
It’s rare for such a young 
artist to have developed 
such a refined voice and 
style - it’s an album full of 
earworms but also great 
depth. Slightly less deep, 
but also well worth a listen is 
2nd Grade’s Hit to Hit, a 
24 song stream of brief but 
catchy indie-rock gems. 


It’s always nice, too, when 
one of your all-time favourite 
bands puts out a record in 
your hour of need, and The 
Lawrence Arms did not 
disappoint on Skeleton 
Coast. With 20 years of 
being a band behind them 
now, they had no right to 
be putting out a record this 
good, further cementing 
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their status as punk rock 
gods. 


This can’t all be about the 
gods, though - it would be 
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a few of the lesser-known 
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albums I’ve enjoyed this 
ol Vai Se: Sa (Ce Lo 
long-awaited debut album, 
The Distance Between, 
was excellent, DUCK 
were bold and _ beautiful 
on There Are No 
Normal Conversations 
Anymore, and_ acoustic 
troubadour Sam Russo’s 
third album, Back to the 
Party, was his best yet. 





So that’s my stream of 
LoTR SSS complete, 
and hopefully this miserable 
year complete. Frankly, | 
hope I’m too busy out of the 
house, having fun, to listen to 
200 albums again next year. 
Hope your 2021 is a good 
one - good luck everybody, 
brave faces everyone.
